Council concerned over recent ‘crime wave’ 


Concerned over crime and the newly- 
created police department’s ability or 
inability to cope with it, Romulus City 
Councilman Barry Baumann has asked 
the city administration for monthly re- 
ports on the status of crime in the city. 

•‘Over the holidays (New Year’s) 
there were several break-ins into homes 


in my subdivision,” Baumann informed 
council last week, M and, along with my 
colleague, I went to the police depart- 
ment to get more information. 

“Let me quickly point out that I am 
not being critical of the department, but 
I would like to know what’s going on and 
what we’re doing to fight criminal activ- 


ity in our city. 

“Therefore, I would like to request 
from the administration that a report be 
made available to us on a weekly basis 
on criminal activity,” Baumann said. 

Baumann later modified his request 
from a weekly to a monthly report from 
the police department. He immediately 


received support from councilman Alan 
Lambert. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry said 
that he hoped that making such a re- 
quest would not be interpreted as the 
council interfering with the internal 
affairs of the police department. 

“I want to say this, that I am very 


pleased with the man selected as our 
police chief,” Raspberry added. “He is 
a well qualified man. And I feel that our 
police are doing the best they can. Un- 
fortunately crime is a malaise of our 
society and our community is not im- 
mune to it.” 

Mayor Pro Temp Mary Ann Banks 


said that when the Wayne County Sher- 
iffs Department had the contract to 
police the city, its officials provided 
council with an on-going report of crime 
and criminals in the city. 

“However, that was submitted to us. I 
believe, on a quarterly basis,” Mrs. 
Banks said.

Contract talks 
stalled again 

The apparent settlement in 
the contract talks between 
the City of Romulus and 
Teamster Local 214 took an 
unexpected turn for the worst 
as the union members re- 
portedly are holding out for 
“more of the pie”. 

Romulus City Council was 
to discuss the contract at its 
regular meeting last night. 
The new developments may 
cause postponement of a set- 
tlement. 

A factfinder’s report, origi- 
nally ratified by the union 
and given approval by the ci- 
ty’s negotiating team, was 
the basis of the near settle- 
ment. 

Some 75 members of the 
Teamsters, mostly clerical 
and DPW employees, have 
been working without a con- 
tract since July 1, 1980.

The bitter cold wave that has knocked 
out most of the northeast section of the 
United States and closed down major 
cities has caused little damage in the 
area. 

However, a casualty of the storm and 
sub-zero weather has been the area’s 
school districts as Van Buren, Romulus, 
and the Huron Community schools 
closed on Monday. The students’ un- 
scheduled vacation ended as abruptly as 
it started — the kids were back in the 
classrooms on Tuesday. 

Police have be*" working overtime in 
most areas to aid stranded motorists, 
however, there have been no injuries or 
fatalities directly associated with the 
arctic cold. 

“We did have one strange thing occur 
here,” said Huron Township Police 
Chief Joseph Carney. “Someone shat- 
tered the display window to our local 
lumber company and made off with 
three kerosene heaters. 

“Things like that don’t happen in 
these parts,” Chief Carney added. 
“They (the thieves) apparently needed 
the heat? 

Carney also pointed out that no power 
losses were attributed to the cold and 
really, with the exception of that one in- 
cident, nothing extraordinary has hap- 
pened because of the deep freeze.” 

Paul Nagy, Huron’s water commis- 
sioner. added that there has been sever- 
al frozen water meters, but “no major 
breaks.” 

Lt. Robert Sullivan, of thes Romulus 
Police Department, said that during the 
cold spell there were no major crimes 
reported to the department. 

“Maybe these kinds don’t like to work 
in the cold,” quipped Lt. Sullivan. “And 
we like it quiet.” 

However, because the newly-created 
police department doesn’t own a garage 
to house their police vehicles, some 
officers has problems starting their 
cars. “But our DPW came to the rescue, 
they did an excellent job,” said Lt. Sul- 
livan. 

Over in Sumpter Township, the cold 
wave kept most people indoors and 
those who dared venture into the wind 
received welcome help, according to 
Police Chief Clinton Brown. 

“Although we didn’t witness the diffi- 
culty some other communities had,” 
Chief Brown said . 1 ‘we did assist several

Toohey to switch 


The schism on the Van Buren 
Township Board, the recall campaign 
and the Debs’ controversy apparently 
has its first political casualty. 

Tim Toohey, who was elected as a Re- 
publican to his first 4-year term to the 
township board, announced this week 


that he is switching political party affi- 
liations. 

Toohey, 38, and a resident of the 
township since 1970, was elected to 
office as a Republican, in 1980. He said 
that he will run the next time around as a 
Democrat. 


Van Buren police commander 
to hand in his resignation 


Richard Debs’ short and controver- 
sial career as a Van Buren Township 
police officer and police commander 
apparently will end as the township 
board was to receive his resignation last 
night. 

Police Commissioner Tom Welty said 
yesterday he has asked for Debs’ 
resignation and that he (Debs) had 
promised Welty it would be on the com- 
missioner’s desk on or before 4 p m. 
(Tuesday. Jan 12). 

“I talked to him (Debs) over the 
weekend and urged him to submit his 
resignation,” Welty said. “And he 
(Debs) promised it would be here 
Tuesday.” 

Welty said that the township board 
was to act on Debs’ resignation at Tues- 
day’s (last night’s) meeting. 


Eebs was appointed police comman- 
der Nov. 10, 1981 and that appointment 
reportedly triggered the early retire- 
ment of former Police Chief George 
Montgomery. 

If the township board accepts Debs’ 
resignation, the top police job in the 
township will be vacant. Welty said he 
would handle the administrative posi- 
tion with the help of Lt. Gary Holloway 
and Sgt. Roger Bernard 

Debs, 44, was not available for com- 
ment at press time. Earlier in the week, 
he reportedly told newsmen he had no 
intentions at the present time to resign 
He had asked for and was granted a 30- 
day leave of absence so that allegations 
about his past could be cleared up by a 
FBI and Attorney General’s Office In- 
vestigation. 


Although applauded for his adminis- 
trative acuity, Debs came under fire by 
township officials and residents because 
of past brushes with the law. He has 
been arrested on charges of impersonat- 
ing a county sheriff and also is presently 
under investigation for owning two state 
driver’s licenses bearing different 
names. He has never been convicted of 
any crime. 

A well-known political figure in the 
area, Debs is presently the president of 
the UAW Local 1776. 

According to township officials, State 
Police Colonel Gerald Hough was to 
have a full report on Debs' arrests by the 
first of the week so that trustees would

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Comcast 
awarded 
cable TV 
franchise 

Setting-aside a motion to reconsider and seek other bids, Romu- 
lus City Council last Tuesday voted to enter into negotiations with 
Comcast Corporation to build this city’s cable TV network. 

With newly-elected councilman Noah P. Bergeron, Jr. offering 
the motion and Alan Lambert supporting it, council voted to giw 
Comcast Cablevision the historic franchise, 5-2 Bergeron gained 
support from Lambert, and councilmen Fred Junior Block, Barry 
Baumann and Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann Banks. 


Casting “no” votes were councilmen 
Jimmie Raspberry and John Lewko- 
wicz. 

On two other occasions, council had 
failed to break a deadlock that would 
produce the successful bidder from a 
field of two other competing firms: 
Omnicom of Plymouth and Barden Cab- 
levision of Inkster. 

Although the past two votes by council 
reflected a simply majority in favor of 
Comcast, the voting was deadlocked be- 
cause of a City Charter provision that 
stipulates a franchise may be awarded 
only by five affirmative votes. 

Donald Ivey, vice president of com- 
munity relations for Comcast, said he 
was “very pleased with the outcome of 
last Tuesday’s vote and vowed Comcast 
would build one of the finest systems 
around.” 

Raspberry said that his position has 
been that he wanted to get the most 
(from the cable TV companies) for the 
people of Romulus that Council could 
negotiate. 

“Let’s make one thing clear,” Rasp- 
berry said, “it’s the people, through 
their subscriptions, who are going to pay 
for all of this. And that’s why when we’re 
locked into a 15-year agreement, I’m 
going to make sure we can cut the best 
possible deal with them.” 

Raspberry added that “we must al- 
ways remember that the complaints 
these subscribers will lodge will be with 
us and not the cable TV company.” 

Lewkowicz offered a recommenda- 
tion which was rejected by his col- 
leagues that the city consider owning its 
own cable TV system. 

“I feel that that would have been the 
most profitable way for the city to go,” 
said Lewkowicz, “and I feel that we 
could have allowed Romulus to become 
a corporation, or incorporate, so that 
our residents would become more in- 
volved in cable.” 

Lewkowicz’s recommendation for 
city-owned cable is not unique More 
than 40 municipalities, including the 
downriver community of Wyandotte, 
and the tri-communities of Harper 
Woods, Grosse Pointe Park and Grosse 
Pointe Woods are experimenting with 
city-owned cable TV franchises. 

“I informed my colleagues that we 
could get a better offer if we had gone 
back and renegotiated this thing,’’ Lew- 
kowicz added. 

No timetable has been revealed for 
the construction of the cable TV system 
City officials and representatives from 
Comcast will be meeting during the next 
45 days to iron out the problems 

The ramifications of cable within the 
city are many The system usually 
ofTers between 50 to 60 channels of enter- 
tainment. At present most subscribers 
purchase the first run movie channel 


Other channels are filled with 24-hour 
news, sports, religion, weather. There 
is also community access program- 
ming, educational access and gov- 
ernmental access programming. 

Unlike TV broadcasting where the im- 
ages are transmitted via air waves, 
cable TV signals are delivered by cable 
to a subscriber terminal. 

Lorraine 
cab coming 
to Romulus 

Although one councilman disagreed, 
Romulus City Council apparently be- 
lieves in the cliche — “more the mer- 
rier.” 

With councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
initially voicing objection, then casting 
a vote with the majority, Council last 
week voted unanimously to permit Lor- 
raine Cab Company to service the city. 

Lorraine has a fleet of 83 cabs ready to 
compete with the three existing local 
companies. 

A motion, offered by councilman 
Noah P Bergeron. Jr., to approve the 
Dearborn-based cab company’s ap- 
plication encountered initial opposition 
from Rasbeerry who believed, he said, 
that the added competition may stifle 
and drown out the tax-paying local com- 
panies. 

“We re going to crowd out our local 
companies, ” Raspberry informed coun- 
cil, “adding competition where the ex- 
isting people are having their own prob- 
lems. And I’m not fighting them (Lor- 
raine). I’m fighting their huge num- 
bers.” 

Bergeron countered “that competi- 
tion is the way of life and it goes to tell 
that when a man runs a good business, 
others must improve or be left behind.” 

John Clark, President of the Lorraine 
Cab Company, was present in the audi- 
ence during council debate and he in- 
formed council that his “rates are com- 
petitive with neighboring communities. 

• The only way I can make a profit is to 
create a better service.” Clark told 
council. 

Lorraine’s entire fleet of 83 vehicles 
would have to pass city inspection to be 
allowed to work in the city, according to 
city clerk Ray Cantrell The company 
would have to pay for the inspection as 
well as licensing permits 
The action by council will allow Lor- 
raine to pick up customers inside the 
city limits All cab companies are 
allowed to drop fares off without obtain- 
ing city approval

Huron trustees adopt ‘rubbish amendment 


While the early bird is said to get the 
worm— those too early in Hunron 
Township may also get a visit from the 
authorities 

A new amendment to the rubbish and 
garbage disposal and collection ordi- 
nance in the township was approved last 
week at the regular meeting of the 
township board of trustees It is now a 
violation to place trash intended for col- 
lection at roadside before dusk of the 
day immediately preceeding collection 
and the containers must be removed 
from the curb by 6 p.m. the day of ser- 
vice. 

The new amendment was proposed by 
Township Clerk Mary Lou Carey who 
explained that her office was receiving 
numerous complaints from township re- 
sidents concerning the status of their 
neighbor’s garbage. 

We are constantly getting com- 


plaints from residents about neighbors 
who pile 20 bags of trash at the curbside 
and then leave it there for two weeks. “ 
she said 

Township Supervisor Richard Sulli- 
van agreed with Mrs Carey and noted 
that he is aware of trash standing along 
the road for up to two week periods of 
time 

Trustee Garry Bates was concerned, 
however, with some township residents 
who have built roadside rubbish cages 
“strong enough to keep gorillas out’’ 
Bates contended that if the purpose of 
the amendment was to keep trash from 
being scattered around by animals, the 
wrong people would be penalized by the 
inclusion of a provision requiring that 
trash cans and receptacles be stored “in 
a protected area other than at the road- 
side ’’ 


If we are looking to keep trash from 
being scattered about, the wrong people 
could be penalized. ' he said 
After discussion on the matter the 


board agreed to omit the clause pro- 
hibiting storage areas at roadside aiid 
adopt the amendment in the modified 
form.

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Treasurer in middle of mayor -clerk squabble 


Me Anally says she can’t pay unpaid bills without their signatures 


While the Romulus city clerk and the 
mayor await an Attorney General’s de- 
cision on ‘Accounts Payable”, will the 
vendors be paid? 

Romulus City Treasurer Beverly 
McAnally says “No”. 

Vendors, contractors, suppliers and 
those who perform a service for the City 
of Romulus may be disappointed this 
week when they do not receive payment 
fpr their billings to the city, reported 
treasurer McAnally.

A squabble between Mayor William 
Oakley and City Clerk Raymond Can- 
trell about who has authority over the 
Accounts Payable function threatens to 
spill over into the community in the 
form of unpaid bills. 


Central to the issue is the City Charter 
and interpretations of its provisions, 
Mrs McAnally stressed. 

Failure of the mayor and clerk to re- 
solve their differences about this matter 
threatens to bring the operation of this 
city to a halt, declared the treasurer. 

It is Section 9 .9 of the City Charter that 
has caused the dispute. 

Provisions of that section state that 
“No money shall be drawn from the 
Treasury except upon the warrant of 
the Mayor and countersigned by the 
Clerk or the Deputy Clerk in the absence 
of the Clerk.” T^e section further pro- 
vides that “all liquidated accounts and 
demands against the city shall be re- 
ceived and audited by the City Clerk who 


shall enumerate them on a regular form 
prescribed by council and who, with the 
mayor, shall certify as to the correct- 
ness or incorrectness of the various 
amounts on said list.” 

Although the Charter makes no refer- 
ence to accounts Payable, that position 
has been in the Clerk s off ice since short- 
ly after the city was incorporated, 
according to city employees 

Before then, the function was per- 
formed through the Finance Depart- 
ment. under the direction and supervi- 
sion of the Mayor 

/ Prior to November s election. Mayor 
Oakley and Raymond Cantrell were in 
agreement that the function of receiving 
bills, matching them with Purchase 
Orders and scheduling payments could 


best be performed in the Finance De- 
partment This point was brought up at a 
recent council meeting. 

The two elected officials said they 
were also in agreement that some of the 
financial difficulty experienced by the 
city was a result of not knowing accur- 
ately how much money was owed on 
previous years’ activities resulting in 
faulty budget projections. 

In addition, there have been audit re- 
commendations in several years’ re- 
ports advising that the Accounts Pay- 
able functions should be performed by 
the Finance Department 

However, the change-over was never 
accomplished. 

Once elected. Cantrell resisted the 
shift of responsibility and refused to 


countersign the mayor s warant as pre- 
pared by the Finance Department, sub- 
mitting instead, his own list of bills to be 
paid that lacks the Mayor's signature 
Cantrell has told council he interprets 
the Charter as giving his office the 
power 

Caught in the middle is Treasurer 
McAnally who finds herself with war- 
rants approved for payment by the City 
Council but lacking the Charter man- 
dated signatures of the mayor and clerk 

1 Even though the City Council has 
approved payment. I have exhausted 
rationale for signing checks without a 
properly signed warrant. McAnally 
said 

‘‘1 deeply regret that our vendors, con- 
tractors and suppliers are to be penal- 


ized as a result of the failure of the Clerk 
and Mayor to resolve their differences.” 
she continued. Although City Council, 
from time to time, has not approved a 
warrant, they have had a policy to 
approve the release of amounts of 
money for certain indebtednesses, bond 
payments, utilities, payrolls 

• However, the City Charter makes no 
exceptions and states clearly that No 
money shall be drawn on the Treasury 
except on a warrant of the Mayor and 
countersigned by the Clerk or Deputy 
Clerk,’ ” she added 

“Until I have authorization from some 
higher authority than a verbal recita- 
tion of policy, I will adhere to that which 
is sthted in the City Charter 
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‘Battle of Records ’

Act 64. adopted 
in 1979. provides for a nine-member 
board : five from the State including one 
appointment each by the State Public 
Health Department, Department of 
Natural Resources and the State Police, 
and two by the Governor; a geologist 
and a chemical engineer, both required 
to be faculty members of a State uni- 
versity.

j County commissioners appoint two: 
One a resident from the site district . and 
a second, a resident-at-large nominated 
by the County Health Department The 
two remaining members are appointed 
by the community where the site is to be ^ 
luilt. 

• While Tuesday’s action does in- 
crease local involvement.” Brown ex- 
plained, “many communities feel they 
don t have as much authority as before 
the adoption of Act 64 Prior time, local 
governments and the County Health De- 
partment had substantial control over 
waste disposal and there was a special 
provision giving the department control 
pver hazardous solid waste materials.”

The actions were stimulated by the 
recent attempt by a disposal company to 
bury poisonous wastes in a Van Buren 
landfill and the discovery of poisonous 
wastes stored in a Southwest Detroit 
warehouse. 

Commissioner R. William Joyner (D- 
Plymouth) in whose district a new land- 
fill site has been proposed — Sumpter 
Township — selected Virgil W Hum- 
phreys of that community to serve on 
the State Site Approval Board The other 
Wayne County selection was Ms. Marcie 
Colling of Northville, recommended by 
the county’s Health Dept. 

The five state-appointed members of 
the nine-member Hazardous Site 
Approval Board act as roving” mem- 
bers of all boards created to oversee 
consturction of state sites. They also sit 
on boards in Muskegon and Midland 
Counties and can, at any time, outvote 
the four local representatives. 4 This has 
become a thorn in the side of those com- 
munities faced with hazardous waste 
storage problems,” Brown said. 
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Huron couple refused twp. water bill list data 


The “Shunshine Act” is causing some 
stormy weather in Huron Township. 

Accusations, insinuations and threats 
of impending legal action flew like light- 
ning bolts at the regular meeting of the 
Huron Board of Trustees last week as 
residents Lawrence and Doris Davis 
contended their rights to public records 
under the Freedom of Information Act 
(known informally as the “Shunshine 
Act”) were being violated. 

The discussion was prompted by the 
Davis’ request for a list of the names and 
addresses of persons using the sewer 
and water facilities in the township. 
Their request was denied by Township 
Clerk Mary Lou Carey in a correspond- 
ence dated Dec. 23. 

In her communication, the clerk in- 
formed the couple that “no such list ex- 
ists.” She explained further that 
“names and addresses of these indi- 
viduals appear only on their ledger 
sheet with a magnetic strip which 
should not be photocopied. It also shows 
the status of each account— a violation 
of the privacy of each customer.” On 
this basis, according to Mrs. Carey, she 
denied the request. 

At the meeting last week, the Davises 
appeared before the board and once 
again requested such a list, explaining 
that they wished the full board to be 
aware of the situation 
The request for the names of the water 
and sewer users was originally made by 
the Davises in conjunction with a suit 
they have filed against the township 
charging the full board with “unlawfully 
diverting public funds,” “profit from a 
public utility” and “fraud.” 

The couple contends that money 
charged the water and sewer depart- 
ment monthly by the township is illegal, 
and seek the courts to “compel the res- 
toration of these unlawfully diverted 
funds.” 

They have stated that they seek to 
mail a certified letter concerning the 
suit to each water and sewer customer 
in the township. 

Township Supervisor Richard Sulli- 
van explained that he and Mrs. Carey 
had attempted to comply with the Davis ’ 
request and tried to print out a list of the 
water and sewer customers to no avail. 

‘ We couldn't do it. Our computer has no 
program for such a list. When we 
attempted to delete the status of the 
account, we could not get addresses. W r e 
even checked on preparing a new prog- 
ram but found the cost would be between 
$500 and $1,000,” he explained. 

Richard James, township attorney re- 
sponded to questions regarding the legal 
status of the matter explaining that 
“where the document requested does 
not exist, the township has no obligation 
to create such a list.” 

Mrs Davis was quick to disagree with 
the attorney, however, and said empha- 
tically that she and her husband in- 
tended to file a motion with the Wayne 
County Circuit Court demanding that 
the township be ordered to comply with 
their request 

“If we are refused we can commence 
action in court and if your denial is found 
to be arbirtrary and capricious, the 
township could be subject to a $500 fine 
What is the cost of preparing the list 
compared to the legal fees the township 
will pay?” she demanded 
James once again explained that the 
township supervisor, clerk and he had 
met and considered the situation and 
that they had determined that no such 
list existed. If such a list does exist, 
we’d be more than happy to have it de- 
monstrated. ’ he added 
Mrs Davis, who was visibly agitated, 
told the board and audience. Mrs. 
Carey would like to say this is an inva- 
sion of privacy but w ater bills are placed 
on the tax rolls and are public records 
She further contended that the board 
was “playing semantics.”

“You are playing a game with the 
world ‘list — call it whatever you like, 
there is such a record of water and sew- 
er users and you can provide us with that 
information.” she stated. 

Township Treasurer Christine Gam- 
ber offered to show Mrs. Davis the op- 
eration of the system and the magnetic 
strip being discussed but was curtly re- 
buffed by Mrs. Davis who suggested 
“take it to court. Mrs. Gamber.” 

Mrs. Carey once again attempted to 
explain to those present that the records 
are stored on a magnetic tape w'hich if 


photocopied loses the information 
stored thereon, making it impossible to 
use the records in their computer 

A lengthy discussion followed during 
w'hich several suggestions for producing 
the desired information were consi- 
dered The board agreed to attempt to 
photocopy the actual water bills, delet- 
ing the account status and attempting to 
place as many as possible on one sheet of 
copy machine paper in an effort to solve 
the problem 

Mr and Mrs. Davis were not satisfied 
with this solution, however, and told the 


board they would pay only 35 cents per 
sheet copied and w ait only eight days for 
the information 

Supervisor Sullivan attempted to ex- 
plain to the couple that water billings, 
while done monthly, only involve cer- 
tain sections of the tow nship during cer- 
tain months and that complete billing 
cycle takes three months to complete 

After much discussion regarding cost 
and procedure, the board agreed to re- 
evaluate the situation, attempt to see if 
such a list could be produced, ascertain 
the cost of such a list and advise Mr and 
Mrs. Davis of the cost and time involved 
in acceeding to their initial request in a 
letter. 

“We are not trying to withold any- 
thing. On the advice of the attorney. 1 
advised the Davises that no such list ex- 
ists.” Mrs. Carev concluded

The signals came on loud and 
strong. . . Plane down! 

The distress signal was picked up by 
the members of the Wayne-Romulus 
Civil Air Patrol who immediately went 
into action.

“Ground teams w’ere immediately put 
into service when the bad w'eather pre- 
vented search aircraft from flying.” 

We knew' 
that something was wrong w'hen this dis- 
tress signal continued to be monitored, 
but the weather really hampered any air 


surveillance of the count.” 

The teams serched the western sec- 
tion of Wayne County and penetrated as 
far as Monroe in quest of # finding the 
downed aircraft, however, the teams 
were unsuccessful. ' 

“We then began to receive a very 
weak signal from the E.L.T., the 
Emergency Locator Transmitter.” Lt 
Col Webster related. “And, the closer 
we got to Mettetal Airport, the stronger 
the signal got.” 

At approximately 3 a m . the first res- 
cue teams managed to pinpint w'here the 
distress signal was coming from and im- 
mediately headed for a garage 
And seconds later the group disco- 


vered the plane. 

“What had happened.” explained 
Webster, “is this man had dismantled 
his plane to put it in his garage for stor- 
age and accidentally set off the 
emergency signal. 

“You should have seen how embar- 
rassed he was to see all of our people 
surrounding his house, looking for the 
downed aircraft ” she added 
But the red-faced gentleman said that 
he was happy to know that the Civil Air 
Patrol was standing w atch 
Other members who took part in the 
search included Major George Webster.

Council postpones decision 
on ‘hotel’s’ code violations

A decision regarding the occupancy 
status of a Wayne multiple dwelling unit 
recently cited for 137 building code 
violations has been postponed until next 
month 

Following nearly an hour of debate 
Tuesday night on the state of building 
improvements at the two-story struc- 
ture. formerly the Nankin Hospital at 
35550 Michigan Avenue, the Wayne City 
Council voted 4-3 to table the issue pend- 
ing further inspection of the premises. 
The matter is scheduled to be consi- 
dered again at the council’s Feb. 2 ses- 
sion. 

Building Inspector Albert Strang re- 
ported that some 60 percent of the code 
violations had been completed. He 
admitted, however, that no electrical or 
plumbing inspector had checked out the 
building, classified as a ’ hotel,” with 
him on his inspection tour Tuesday. 

Several councilmen expressed con- 
cern over living conditions in the base- 
ment, which earlier had been deter- 
mined to be unfit for human habitation 
in a report filed by former City Engineer 
Preston Clements. Since informing the 
council of infractions at the hotel. Cle- 
ments resigned his position to accept a 
new post in New Mexico. 

“In a Dec. 2 letter to Dr. (Rene) 
Archambault (owner), the city identi- 
fied certain problems as particularly 
hazardous,” said Councilman Milt 
Mack Jr. One of those areas was the 
basement. There’s no excuse for having 


those basement units occupied because, 
according to the inspector, there is in- 
adequate heating there, the ceiling is not 
the proper height, and three of the four 
units lack egress. 

“I believe the people living in those 
basement units should be relocated,” he 
added when informed by Archambault 
that six vacancies existed elsewhere in 
the hotel. ”If that’s not done we should 
shut the building down.” 

On Dec 8 the council had instructed 
Archambault to apply for a building per- 
mit to make the necessary corrections, 
the majority being of an electrical na- 
ture. according to inspectors. Members 
of the council at that time said they 
would consider having the building va- 
cated, if the violations were not fixed in 
a “reasonable” time 

“That basement is being heated with 
only a pipe, there’s no way to control the 
temperature,” Mayor Patrick Norton 
declared. “Dr. Archambault, if you feel 
the basement is properly heated simply 
because of pipes and are unwilling to 
provide proper heating. I’ll do every- 
thing I can to see that the building is 
vacated.” 

The council then unanimously decided 
to inform the tenants of the four base- 
ment units that the council would take 
action on the matter in 30 days, if the 
code violations are not corrected. 

Archambault disputed the validity of 
the criticisms regarding the basement, 
pointing out that an architect he had 
hired to inspect the building ‘ said things 
were all right.” The owner estimated 


that the remaining building improve- 
ments could be completed “within two 
or three weeks.” 

“There are windows in the basement 
for exit , and it is sufficiently heated , ” he 
said 

Councilman Charles West, who 
spearheaded the move to have the issue 
tabled , said he felt the council * does not 
have the proper information to make a 
decision tonight.” 

“He (Archambault) seems to be mak- 
ing a positive effort to comply with the 
code,” West added “The inspector says 
that 60 percent of the problems are cor- 
rected, and I’d like to give him time to 
finish the other 40 percent. He seems to 
be proceeding in the spirit of good will 

“Because of the engineer leaving and 
holiday vacations, the administration 
obviously isn’t totally prepared to make 
a recommendation tonight,” he said 
“Council is a policy making body. Why 
can’t we wait for the administration to 
come back with more information?” 

”1 agree that we re a policy making 
body, but if policy was followed that 
building shouldn’t be open right now,” 
responded Norton. “Because we've 
^ been lenient, we must continue to ex- 
tract information to find out if he intends 
to comply with the building codes com- 
pletely or not. And it seems to me he’s 
not.” 

Asked for a recommendation on any 
action regarding the hotel, City Mana- 
ger Thomas Daily requested more time 
to study the matter and put the “issues 


into perspective.” 

During the early stages of the discus- 
sion, a motion by West to table action 
was defeated with Norton, Councilmen 
Mack, Robert Beeny and Kurt Heid- 
mann opposed and Councilmen Mikf 
Brown and Thomas Weyand supporting 
West’s proposal. 

Later the tabling resolution gainefl 
approval as Beeny joined West, Brown 
and Weyand in favor, with Norton. Mack 
and Heidmann opposed. 

“Sixty percent completion looks good; 
but not if the owner is avoiding the cost- 
lier and more important adjustments,” 
Heidmann declared. 'T want to see re- 
commendations on this from the admi- 
nistration, the building department and 
the fire marshal. 

Nearby residents also voiced their 
opinion on the hotel recently as Patrick 
O’Leary submitted more than 100 signa- 
tures on petitions that claim the building 
“should not be used as a boarding 
house,” and chastised city officials for 
allowing the building “to operate ille- 
gally.” 

O’Leary has repeatedly expressed 
concern over the behavior of a number 
of the hotel’s tenants. On Tuesday he 
threatened to seek support for a class 
action suit that would force the building 
to be closed. 

“It’s our responsibility to see that the 
building is brought up to code,” re- 
sponded Beeny. “The council can’t 
change the morals of people. That’s 
something we can’t legislate against.”

Huron gets 
new fire insurance

cles which will save taxpayers nearly 
$1,300 per year. 

The new policy, proposed by 
Township Clerk Mary Lou Carey, is a 
recent devleopment of insurers and ac 
knowledges the brief amount of time the 
fire vechiles actually spend on the road. 
Fire equipment is sored 90 percent of the 
time and has a low rish of road damage, 
the clerk explained, and this new policy 
takes that fact into considerationw hen 
determing the rate. 

In addition, the new protection 
rovides for replacement of any vehcile 
which might be totally destroyed— a 
non-existant factor on the present insur- 
ance policy.

A trip to the hospital at best can stir 
fear and apprehension in the bravest of 
persons. However, at Annapolis Hospit- 
al in Wayne, the fear and apprehension 
is being soothed and smoothed away 
through patient representative Mary 
Hopton. 

“Everyone coming into the hospital 
has special needs and wants, and I try to 
satisfy those needs.” Mrs. Hopton said 
of her work as the liaison between the 
patient and the hospital and the hospital 
and the community. 

The patient representative program 
is a first for the hospital , one of five oper- 
ated by the Peoples Community Hospit- 
al Authority, and a first for Mrs. Hopton, 


who has worked at Annapolis for 11 
years “in just about every area of the 
hospital.” 

Mrs Hopton looks on herself as a re- 
source for the patients, and works to 
make their stay at Annapolis “more 
comfortable and knowledgeable.” 

“Some patients have a sleepless night 
over a special procedure, and don’t 
want to talk to the doctor about it, but 
they’ll talk to me. Maybe it’s because I 
don’t have a uniform,” she said. 

Mrs. Hopton has had members of the 
hospital staff explain medical proce- 
dures, even show the surgical equip- 
ment that would be used to a family, “so 
they (the patients) know it’s not unique 
to their person.” 

As patient representative Mrs. Hop- 


ton has made sure one young patient got 
his favorite breakfast food, during his 
hospital stay, gotten that all important 
first cup of coffee of the morning for 
another patient and referred a dis- 
charged patient with no family to Social 
Services for assistance at home during 
his recuperation. 

Some problems have been due to mis- 
understandings and communication 
gaps, in which she served as (he third 
person to listen to and perceive what the 
problem really was. 

She is building the patient representa- 
tive program day by day. and admits 
that patients “still aren’t sure what I do 
or if I’m the right person to come to.” 
She stresses, though, that “if in any way 
I can be of service to a patient , 1 will be. ” 


Mrs. Hopton does rounds, somewhat 
similar to those of the medical staff, 
meeting with patients and introducing 
herself. Her goal is to visit one floor each 
day, although she may not get to every 
room during her visit. 

She adrhits that she sometimes gets 
frustrated and does take her work perso- 
nally. The idea of a patient representa- 
tive or liaison is a relatively new concept 
to the medical field, having been in exist- 
ance for about 11 years, and although 
she read books about such programs, 
she found it quite different once she got 
on the job. 

“I’m starting to get some feedback 
from the patients,” she added, “and 
they’re starting to see me as a friend.

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Canton police help capture 
Plymouth sniper suspect 


Eight Canton Policemen, including 
three command officers and Chief Jerry 
Cox, were among 20 Plymouth police 
and State Troopers who helped capture 
a man Monday afternoon accused of 
shooting a 30-caliber deer rifle in back of 
Plymouth City Hall 
Police identified the alleged sniper as 
Billy Wilburn Metcalf. 33. who lives in a 
rented house at 183 S Union street, ab- 
out 100 yards from the Civic Center com- 
plex at 201 S. Main Street 
According to police, three bullets 
were fired into a Plymouth Fire Depart- 
ment pickup truck in the parking lot and 
three others shattered a window in the 
civic center The Fire Department, 
which is housed in the government com- 
plex along with various city agencies 
and police headquarters, was struck by 
two bullets in the lounge area and a third 
smashed into a wall in the detective 
bureau 

Miraculously, no one was injured in 
the barrage of bullets 
Plymouth Police Chief Carl Berry 
said city hall switchboard operators be- 
gan receiving calls about 1 p.m Monday 
afternoon. “It sounded like some drunks 
were harrassing us.' one explained 
Then the bullets started crashing into 
the civic center complex about 2 : 48 p.m 
Berry said Plymouth had had con- 
tact with Metcalf before but refused to 
elaborate Plymouth Lt. Daniel Carpen- 
ter said he suspected immediately that 
it might be Metcalf who fired the shots. 
Carpenter had talked with the alleged 
sniper before for a previous offense and 
said there was a clear line of fire be- 


tween Metcalf's house and the 
police station 

Berry said that Metcalf identified 
himself when he called on the phone and 
complained about his “unhappiness 
with the police and of police harass- 
ment.” A police dispatcher heard the 
shots outside the building and im- 


mediately radioed for support from 
State Police at the Northville Post and 
Canton Police 

The rear of city hall was evacuated 
and the area was secured by about 20 
Plymouth. Canton and state police 
officers.

Q. I recently had a bad fall and injured 
my back. Will Medicare pay for the ser- 
vices of a chiropractor? 

A. Medicare medical insurance helps 
pay for the only kind of treatment fur- 
nished by a licensed and Medicare- 
certified chiropractor. The only treat- 
ment that can be covered is manual 
manipulation of the spine to correct a 
partial or complete dislocation that can 
be demonstrated by X-ray Medical in- 
surance does not pay for any other di- 
agnostic or therapeutic services, includ- 
ing X-rays, furnished by chiropractor. 

Q. My husband died last month. Can I 
cash the Social Security check that ar- 
rived this month, or am I supposed to 
return it? 

A . If a person who gets Social Security 
benefits dies, a check isn’t payable for 
the month of death. For example, if the 
beneficiary died in October, the check 
dated November 3, (which is payment 
for October) should be returned unless 
the check is made out jointly to a hus- 
band and wife. In that case, the survivor 
should ask at a Social Security office 
whether to cash the check 

Q. My daughter, who is severely hand- 
icapped. attends vocational training at a 
local institution. I've heard that people 
in public institutions aren’t eligible for 
SSI payments. Does this rule apply to 
my daughter? 

A. In general, a person who is an in- 
mate of a public institution is not eligible 
for SSI payments. However, if a person 
is a resident of a public institution pre- 
marily to attend approved educational 
or vocational training provided in the 
institution, he or she may be eligible for 
SSI. For more information, contact any

Q. My wife is 65 and I'm 67. The only 
income we have is the rent we get from a 
tenant who lives upstairs. If we're eligi- 
ble for SSI, how much will our payment 
be? 

A. The maximum Federal SSI pay- 
ment for an eligible couple is $397 a 
month. The amount of your SSI check 
may be less , however, depending on how 
much other income your have, your liv- 
ing arrangements, and other circum- 
stances that affect your financial needs. 
If you think you're eligible for SSI. you 
should apply as soon as possible. No pay- 
ment can be made for months before an 
application is filed. 

Q. I plan to get married soon, and my 
wife and I will return for our last year of 
college in September. Will the amount of 
my wife's Social Security checks stay 
the same after we are married? 

A. No. Social Security student benefits 
stop when the beneficiary marries. 

Q: Is there a waiting period to get SSI 
if you are disabled? 

A: Unlike Social Security, there is no 
waiting period for SSI if you are deter- 
mined to be disabled and meet all other 
requirements.

Traffic death toll 


Auto fatalities declined 
on Michigan roads in 1981 


For the seventh time in the last eight 
years, Michigan, with 1,540 provisional 
fatalities for 1981. recorded an annual 
traffic accident death toll well below the 
2,000 mark. Col. Gerald L. H^igh, de- 
partment director, reported. 

The provisional total is 234 or about 13 
percent lower than the toll of 1,774 in 
1980 Other low counts in the past eight 
years have been 1,875 in 1974, 1.811 in 
1975, 1,955 in 1976, 1,950 in 1977, and 1,849 
in 1979. Since 2,213 in 1973, the only 
annual count about 2,000 was 2,076 in 
1978 

Michigan’s highest yearly toll was 
2,487 in 1969 while the lowest in the last 
four decades was 992 in wartime 1943 
when gas rationing and no car produc- 
tion were among war economy factors 
curtailing driving nationally. 

The Michigan 1981 death toll will like- 
ly increase slightly from the provisional 
1 ,540 when records are complete, but un- 
doubtedly will still be the state s lowest 
fatality year since the count of 1,574 in

1962. This decrease is achieved despite 
some increase in driving mileage 
statewide. 

Traffic officers feel that several fac- 
tors share credit in the lowered toll. 
These include an increase in drunk driv- 
ing arrests, which totalled 52.000 in 
Michigan in 1980 by all police agencies, 
and are expected to reach a count of 
55,000 arrests when 1981 records are 
complete 

Also affecting safer driving are police 
agency efforts in heightened traffic law 
enforcement. ‘OPERATION CARE” 
holiday patrols in summer months, on- 
going selective enforcement programs 
by all police departments, improved 
road engineering, and last, but not least. 


an increased safety awareness on the 
part of the driving public whose safety 
and economic concerns are influenced 
by costs of motor vehicle operation, 
vehicle repair, and vehicle and equip- 
ment replacement. 

Along with the decrease in the annual 
toll, traffic officers feel the death rate in 
1981 per 100 million miles of motor vehi- 
cle travel should again be one of the 
state’s lowest. It was 2.9 in 1980, sharing 
with 1979 the lowest rate on record. 

Michigan traffic deaths in 1981 in- 
cluded 13 over the Christmas weekend, 
10 less than 23 for that period in 1980. The 
past New Year weekend toll was 14 
which was seven less than 21 a year ear- 
lier

THE ABCESSED TOOTH 


When on abcess hits you, 
you'll know it! The poin i* 
er and constant, with the side 
of the foce swelling in o few 
days. This is on emergency. 

The abcess normally storts 
with a ccrvity which is left un- 
treated. The bocteria begin 
their treacherous work by 
destroying the outer cose of 
enamel, then the inner (more 
sensitive) port of the tooth 
called the dentin. Eventually, 
the cavity will invade the 
innermost port of the tooth, 
called the pulp where the 
nerves ond blood vessels are.

The first night 1 spent in college. 1 
dreamed 1 was being stampeded by 
crazed elephants. 1 awoke to find that it 
was only my roommate. Paul (we we- 
ren't allowed to have lady roommates in 
those days) snoring and sleeping just as 
soundly as the logs that it sounded like 
he was cutting (with 10 chainsaws!) 

How is it that someone. 1 wondered, 
who was distracted from studying by the 
sound of cars passing in the street can 
sleep through this concerto of wheezes, 
gasps, and oinks which is being pro- 
duced by his own mouth only two inches 
away from each of his ears. 

Well, at least, I was lucky enough to be 
able to change roommates the next 
semester But what about the poor man 
or woman who must suffer through 
night after night of the incessant snoring 
of his or her mate and then be expected 
to wake up refreshed as the person in the 
Dial soap commercial? 

Snoring is a problem which has re- 
cently come under scrutiny by such spe- 
cialists as Dr William Allen of the St 
Joseph Mercy Hospital Complex in Ann 
Arbor Similar work is being carried out 


at Henry Ford Hospital in Detroit Dr 
Allen and his colleagues are looking into 
some of the physiologic problems which 
precipitate snoring, and. more impor- 
tantly. are precipitated by snoring 

For example. Dr Allen and his col- 
leagues have discovered that snoring 
really amounts to intermittent obstruc- 
tion of the upper airway — functionally 
no different than partial choking on food 
or some other foreign body Only in the 
case of snoring, the foreign body is the 
snorer s tongue or other soft tissues. 

Furthermore, the effects of this inter- 
mittent upper airway obstruction are 
far-reaching and involve such seeming- 
ly unrelated systems as the nervous and 
cardiovascular 

With respect to the nervous system, 
the habitual snorer may actually wake 
himself up so many times a night (often- 
times not even remembering this in the 
morning) that a chronic sleep depriva- 
tion syndrome characterized by mem- 
ory loss, agitation, depression, and even 
aggressive behavior ensues. 

The effects of snoring on the heart and 
lungs may be even more far-reaching 
and involve heart failure, increased 
lung artery pressures and even sudden 
death ddring sleep. 

The study of snoring and its effects of 
the various body systems is called Poly- 
somnography (this is not a parrot play- 
ing a stereo) If you think that snoring 
might be the cause of problems for you. 
call your doctor I'm sure he or she will 
be able to refer you to Dr. Allen or the 
Henry Ford Hospital group for 
appropriate tests. Until then, sleep 
tight. 


Area VA hospitals receive high marks 


Patients in Veterans 
Administration health 
care facilities gave their 
care high marks in a 1980 
survey, but like patients 
everywhere, they re- 
flected dissatisfaction 
with waiting times. 

Since 1974, VA has 
asked its patients to rate 
its services anonymous- 
ly. Using scientific sam- 
pling techniques and 
safeguards to protect 
anonymity, the agency 
asked 20,000 veterans 
hospitalized in 1980, and 
some 54,000 outpatients, 
to complete lengthy ques- 
tionnaires coveming six 
major areas of patient 
care. 

The respondents gave 
the VA’s medical facili- 


ties very high grades in 
five of six of the areas. 
Favorable responses 
were received from 80 
percent or more of the 
patients on key ques- 
tions related to physician 
care, nursing care, food, 
cleanliness and their 
perception of “no nega- 
tive events.*’ 

Highest grades were 
received in nursing care 
and cleanliness, where 
favorable responses ex- 
ceeded 90 percent. 

Lowest ratings among 
the six key components 
were in the area of emo- 
tional support. Accord- 
ing to 59 percent of the in- 
patients, doctors should 
take more time to tell 
them how they are doing, 


and 48 percent expressed 
the same complaint ab- 
out nurses. 

The survey made some 
comparisons between VA 
and non-VA health sys- 
tem experience by citing 
statistics from medical 
care attitude surveys by 
Lousis Harris and 
Associates (1978), and 
two Gallup Polls (1977). 

Also some 6,000 VA pa- 
tients reported they had 
been hospitalized in com- 
munity hospitals within 
18 months of the survey. 
While these comparisons 
show patient satisfaction 
levels in VA as high or 
higher than those in non- 
VA facilities, exact'com- 
parisons are not possible 
because the VA survey is

98 0 million were employed The jobless 
rate was 8 4 percent . up f rom 8.0 percent 
in October and 7 5 percent in September 
Information supplied by people parti- 
cipating in the survey is kept strictly 
confidential by law and the results are 
used only to compile statistical totals. 


Playing it safe? 

County commissioners form labor union 


A new labor union formed by chief 
officials of the Wayne County Road 
Commission has attracted concern and 
criticism from other county officers and 
State Senator John C. Hertel 

Established only since approval of a 
new county charter by voters in Novem- 
ber. the new Association of County Road 
Commission Administrators reportedly 
has negotiated a labor contract assuring 
their jobs and fringe benefits for the 
next six years. 

Immediate reaction came from Her- 
tel, County Commissioner George F 
Killeen, and the Chairman of the County 
Board of Commissioners, Samuel A 
Turner 

Killeen and Hertel jointly announced 
today that they are exploring legal ave- 
nues for a court injunction against the 
contract taking effect 

In addition, Hertel said he will ask for 
an opinion from State Attorney Gener- 
al Frank J. Kelly because he believes 
the contract violates the new County 
charter as well as the law establishing 
the charter Also. Killeen said he will 
ask the Board of Commissioners to call a 
public hearing that could be the first 
step leading to removal of members of 
the three-person County Road Commis- 
sion said to have approved the contract. 

The contract has not been presented 
for consideration by either the County 
Board of Commissioners which appoints 
the Road Commission, or by the County 
Labor Relations Board that is the Board 
of Commissioners labor bargaining 
unit. 

Hertel. often mentioned as an unde- 
clared candidate for the new office of 
County Chief Executive, said that if he 
were in that position now he would ask 
for resignations or fire those on the Road 
Commission who voted for the pact. 

“I’ve never seen a more blatant act in 
county government,” Hertel declared. 
“If this is allowed to stand, it makes the 


new charter meaningless. It means the 
new executive won’t be able to change a 
thing; his hands will be tied.” 

Hertel pointed out too that the sup- 
posed six-year contract is longer than 
the 4-year term of the elected county 
executive 

Official response on behalf of the 
Board of Commissioners was from Tur- 
ner in a letter to Michael Berry, Chair- 
man of the Road Commission, asking 
the Road Commission to refrain from 
such an agreement until after a review 
by the County Labor Relations Board 
and a report to the Board 

“It is the policy of the Board of Com- 
missioners for all departments to coor- 
dinate labor relations matters through 
the Labor Relations Board," Turner 
told Berry. He said further: 

•it would appear that such an agree- 
ment may have serious legal defects 
and seriously interfere with the ability 
of the Road Commission to manage the 
affairs of the Road Commission.” 

Emphasizing that he has not seen the 
contract. Turner said he would work 
hard to maintain management rights. 
"This sounds like a waiver of manage- 
ment rights that 1 doubt the Board (of 
Commissioners) will tolerate." he said. 

“As I am advised, this arrangement 
would frustrate and interfere with the 
management that is there to protect in- 
terests of the people. It shows signs of 
potential conflict of interest." said 
Turner. 

In other action, the incumbent chair- 
man and vice-chairman of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners were 
returned to their seats. Jan. 5, to steer 
the Board through its last year before 
inception of a new charter reducing its 
number from 27 to 15. 

Beginning their third consecutive one- 
year term . Chairman Samuel A . Turner 


won unopposed with 23 votes and three 
absentions. and Vice-Chairman Cle- 
mens E Bykowski was re-elected 14-12, 
defeating James J . Rashid Both Turner 
and Bykowski are from Detroit . Rashid 
is from Dearborn. 

Turner said he would strive in his best 
manner to “justify the confidence the 
Board has place din me " At the next 
Board meeting, he promised a “state of 
the county” message, assessing the 
county’s position and direction to pursue 
before the new charter takes effect in 
January. 1983 j 

Besides reduction of the Board from 
27 to 15. the new charter will eliminate 
the three-member County Board of Au- 
ditors and authorizes an elected chief 
executive officer to be chosen in the 


coming November election For the first 
time then the County will have separate 
executive and legislative branches 

Despite the pending change. Turner 
said he expected the Board to work just 
as hard as in the past" resolving county 
problems We have so many problems 
happening every day we can’t afford to 
sit around and wait for reorganization 
next year." Turner declared. 

“Every day we have to meet chal- 
lenges we didn’t expect the day before, 
and we will continue to do all we can to 
defeat the problems as they surface. We 
don't intend to put anything off until next 
year, and in fact I think the Commission- 
ers will want to impress us all in this last 
opportunity to demonstrate their de- 
dication," he continued

A man’s 
integrity

It is rare indeed to see Jimmie 
Raspberry and William Oakley 
agree about politics. 

But that rare incident occurred 
last week, and Romulus Police Chief 
Donald Flood can take the credit — 
indirectly — for that. 

Raspberry, the dean of area coun- 
cilmen who has served on the Romu- 
lus City Council since the city was a 
township — and that has been a lohg, 
long, time. ..and Mayor Oakley, who 
has just begun his third term wpre 
discussing police matters and the 
police chief’s name obviously popped 
up in the dialogue. 

“I’m very glad we have a police 
chief of Flood’s caliber,” said Coun- 
cilman Raspberry. “He’s an excel- 
lent choice and an excellent man,” 
Mayor Oakley flashed a huge smile 
and replied: "Do you mean I finally 
have done something around here 
that you approved of. Jimmie?” r 
And for a few seconds, all was well 
in Romulus. 

Speaking of police chiefs, a letter- 
writer to this newspaper pointed out 
that people... “can’t seem to under- 
stand even the basic principle that in 
the United States each person is inno- 
cent until proven guilty in a court of 
law. If they can’t understand the 
right of each and every citizen to a 
fair trial, you can hardly expect 
them to understand that a prospec- 
tive employer can’t ask an applicant 
if they have ever been arrested — 
only if they have been convicted of a 
crime.” ’ 1 

The letter was prompted by the 
controversy in Van Buren where the 
Board is deciding the fate of Police 
Commander Richard Debs. 

What they write may be true, t 
However, as always, there are 
some exceptions : if a person wants to 
be a police officer. Or a firefighter Or 
an FBI agent. And many, many other 
positions. 

The Michigan Law Enforcement 
Officers Training Council, who lists 
“the minimum employment stan- 
dards for a Police Officer.” points 
out in Public Act (1965) , 203, Section 9 
that a police officer applicant 
should... 

“Possess good moral character as 
determined by a favorable compre- 
hensive background investigation 
covering school and employmentye- 
cords; home environment and per- 
sonal traits and integrity. Considera- 
tion will be given to all law violations, 
including traffic and conservation 
law convictions, as indicating a lack 
of good character. 

“Possess normal hearing, normal 
color vision and normal visual func- 
tions and acuity in each eye... be free 
from any other impediment of the 
senses, physically sound, in posses- 
sion of his extremities and well de- 
veloped physically, with heieht 
and weight in relation to each otner 
as indicated by medical standards. 

“Be free from any physical defects 
...or mental and emotional instabili- 
ties which may tend to impair "the 
efficient performance of his duty,' on 
which may endanger the lives of 
others or himself. 

“And successfully complete the 
basic police training curriculum at a 
Council approved school." 

If these high standards are ’re- 
quired of a police officer, don’t you 
think they would also be demanded 

as criteria to become a police chief?

Poignant problems of Penelope Pencilpusher

Penelope Pencilpusher is a grants- 
woman Ever since Nixon put his mark 
on the Great Society's programs, she’s 
been expertly assembling voluminous 
paperwork required for federal grant 
applications 

The work is lucrative She’s traded 
her 60 s blue jeans for Anne Klein suits, 
silk blouses and an occasional pair of 
Gucci shoes This trendy woman has her 
own lingo, a glossy magazine called 
“Grantsmanship Center News/' and 
occasionally flies out to the coast for 
conferences that sharpen her already 
considerable skills After two decades 


of trial and error at this game there’s no 
doubt, grants prepared by such profes- 
sionals have a better chance in 
Washington 

Pen ( as she prefers to be called ) . rare 
ly works for the mayor, county commis- 
sioners or even the school board No 
Lately she’s been on the payroll of pri- 
vate. non-profit agencies ranging from 
museums and theaters to the Red Cross, 
Salvation Army and even neighborhood 
nursery schools 

Penelope is not a modern version of 
the little ol lady in tennis shoes, out to 
save the world 

Penelope and her ilk have effectively 
changed federal, state and local govern- 


ment relations By successfully garner- 
ing federal monies for organizations 
outside traditional local government 
structures, she's turned many special 
interest groups into local institutions, in- 
vesting them with larger, well- 
organized client constituencies, and 
more political clout than they ever had 
before — or will again 
In the process, she has also weakened 
local government ofiicials’ ability to set 
priorities based on community needs — 
to choose between the Red Cross and the 
museum for example 
To make matters even more confus- 
ing. the power base and funding sources 
for many groups are women into a maze 


of overlapping governmental jurisdic- 
tions including branches of federal 
agencies, port authorities, sanitary dis- 
tricts, zoo commissions. counties, cities, 
towns and townships 
In a recent “Public Administration 
Review/’ University of Virginia Profes- 
sor Donald F Kettl expounded on Pene- 
lope’s world in an article titled “The 
Fourth Face of Federalism ” 

“The administrative demands and 
political pressures that the new grant 
program of the 70’s brought the cities 
have lead them to rely more heavily on 
non-city agencies,” Kettl writes. “For- 
mal. regular ties have replaced the 
squabbling that in earlier programs 


characterized the relationships among 
groups in the city. 

■ These new ties have not only brought 
new administrative responsibilities to 
the cities, but ... have led also to a new 
status for these non-city agencies, a new 
partnership with the federal, state and 
local government in the pursuit of 
national policy goals.” he wrote 

Kettl traced expenditure of federal 
monites for two programs sponsored by 
the medium-sized city of Richmond. Va. 
Here, in 1979, city government collected 
$9 million from the Comprehensive Em- 
ployment and Training Act (CETA) and 
$7 million from the community develop- 


ment program of the U.S. Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. 
“That’s ten cents for each dollar of the 
$156 million it collected from local 
sources,” Kettl notes. .j 

( 

Together, he found both programs re- 
quired operation of more than 100 pro- 
jects And in 1978, non-city agencies 
under contract with the city spent 63 per- 
cent of the money received. The city was 
subsequently obligated to see ttyat the 
project met federal regulations f satis- 
fied its own political goals and “honestly 
made good use of government rponey.

& itor - School millage elections 
during the 1981 generally provided 
relieT for school districts which were 
threatened with closing. Yet. 1982 
brings a renewal of such threats be- 
cause of the need for millage renew- 
als fir increases. 

Such threats will come regularly 
until Michigan acknowledges the dis- 
parjty in its financing of schools and 
enapts legislation to provide equity 
among districts. 

Harper Creek is one district which 
can no longer cope with the budget 
aftfcr a millage defeat last De- 
cember. 

The small community has applied 
for ^alf-day sessions, their alterna- 
tive, to closing at the end of January. 
This leaves seniors without enough 
credits to graduate in June. The only 
othdr option is consolidation with 
Battle Creek schools, leaving Harper 
Creek with little control over its chil- 
drep’s education. 

Tljieir situation is not unique. 
Ppntiac, Taylor. Alpena. Romulus, 
and many other* districts were in the 
same situation before elections, and 
majf be again soon. 

When school budgets remain 
essentially the same and inflation 
raises costs by several percent year- 
ly. ^chools are in a bind Their only 
choice is cutbacks, and lay-offs. Ulti- 
mately. such measures will not be 
enough, unless Michigan corrects its 
funding system. 

The disparity ranges from South- 
fieljl. whose schools spent S3 .442 per 


pupil in the 1980-81 school year, near- 
ly twice as much as Inkster, who 
spent $1774 . This is based on property 
value ($13,813 of property wealth per 
student for Inkster. S106.470 per stu- 
dent for Southfield ) 

Though Inkster levies more mil- 
lage than Southfield, the value per 
mill is far less, and schools receive 
less This inequity is the basis of a 
lawsuit filed by several districts who 
are in distress. New York courts re- 
cently decided a similar suit in favor 
of school districts. 

The State is constitutionally bound 
to educate its children, all children, 
not just those who live in wealthy 
neighborhoods The State s founders 
recognized that education is essen- 
tial to a better quality of life and a 
tool for new growth and enterprise. 

Present day legislators know of 
this inequity, but are slow in respond- 
ing to the need for change They need 
a public outcry to encourage them to 
give serious attention to the problem 

The public has trusted the State to 
take care of our children’s needs for 
education. We can no longer wait for 
legislators to act on our behalf. We 
must tell them of our desire for equi- 
ty among schools and for a halt to 
budget cuts in eduation. Further de- 
lay in action on the funding issue 
could result in irreparable harm to 
thousands of children. 

The stress on school districts 
jeopardizes the future of education 
How much longer can Michigan en- 
dure schools in crisis without en- 
dangering the system as a whole?

Was toxic waste 
story slanted? 

Editor - An inflammatory article 
from United Press International re- 
garding the state Toxic Substance 
Control Commission may have been 
printed in your newspaper around 
December 22 This non-bylined arti- 
cle is completely slanted to reflect a 
cynicism reporters develop when too 
long exposed to the fantasy world of 
state politics in Lansing. As objective 1 
reporting, it fails miserably. 

The article charges there is a 
•growing negative sentiment toward 
the state’s toxic watchdog panel” 
and that the “panel’s detractors are 
beginning to outnumber its suppor- 
ters.” 

The author has clearly been talk- 
ing to state agency bureaucrats 
whose egos have been bruised by the 
work of the commission Most agree 
that state agencies need watching af- 
ter PBB and similar fiascos. Since its 
inception, the commission has oper- 
ated with a hostile response from 
thosfe agencies, particularly the De- 
partment of Natural Resources, 
charged by the people of Michigan to 
work cooperatively with the commis- 
sion. 

There is widespread public support 
for the commission, irrespective of 
narrow self-serving criticisms of its 
work by some influential bureauc- 
rats and lawmakers. We have no 
doubt that its authorizing law will be 
extended beyond 1982. 

The article claims the commis- 
sion’s handling of the emergency de- 
clared at the Berlin & Farro toxic 
dump near Swartz Creek “has suc- 
ceeded only in angering dozens of 
lawmakers. ’ 

In fact, the action of the commis- 
sion has succeeded in doing what no 
one else could do — starting clean up 
of that atrocious threat to citizens of 
Michigan. Had lawmakers been alert 
five years ago. the problem wouldn’t 
exist . Had the DNR . now so critical of 
the commission s work, not issued 
the company permits —several 
times— the problem wouldn’t exist. 

As for cleaning up the mess, the 
DNR admitted to local residents last 
year —“There is no end in sight.” 
Today, thanks to the Toxic Substance 
Control Commission, an end is in 
sight. 

The article claims the “panel has 
taken its knocks from the Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs almost 
since its inception.” and then implies 
we are suggesting elimination of the 
commission MUCC shall continue to 
be critical of any public agency deal- 
ing with natural resources which 
does less than its best for the people 
of Michigan. Nevertheless. MUCC 
remains strongly supportive of the 
commission. 

The article quotes Ken Sikkema. 
director of the West Michigan En- 
vironmental Action Council, as 
saying: “I really question whether 


the commission is doing and produc- 
ing what it is supposed to ’Since Mr 
Sikkema is apparently unable to 
attend any meetings of the commis- 
sion. his question is understandable. 

The article includes that Governor 
William Milliken’s support of the 
commission reportedly has slipped 
considerable since 1979. ” though con- 
ceding that the governor 's 1981 State 
of the State message had favorable 
comments for the commission 
Let me relay part of the governor s 
statement: “I continue to believe the 
commission can fulfill the necessary 
role of monitoring, advising, and 
helping assure coordination of the 
state’s actions regarding toxic mate- 
rials. I reaffirm my support of the 
commission and its efforts to im- 
prove communications and identify 
significant issues in need of resolu- ; 
tion.” 

I know of no change in the gov* 
ernor's position.

JIMMY DESTRI 
“Heart On A Wall” 

(Chrysalis) 

As keyboardist for Blondie. Jimmy Destri's role is 
destined to remain in the background, because despite 
an ad campaign that Blondie Is A Group, everyone 
knows that it s Debbie Harry and. to a lesser degree. 
Chris Stein, that are the indispensable members 
So as the group has now reached international star* 
dom. it’s no surprise that solo albums are popping up 
What is surprising thought is the fact that Destri s LP is 
as good as it is; it’s not only far better than the last 
couple of Blondie albums, but it’s one of the best debut 
efforts I've heard in the past year or so. 

With a little help from his friends (such notables as 
Earl Slick, Carlos Alomar, and John Siegler). Destri 
draw’s from his roots, with the result being a throwback 
to rock n' roll of a grittier type than Blondie plays 
around w’ith nowadays. For instance. Don't Look 
Around ’ ’ reminds one of vintage Mott The Hoople. while 
• My Little World " sounds like the David Bow ie of a few' 
years back 

But the album peaks with Numbers Don’t Count (On 
Me) which sounds like. er. Jimmy Destri. It's a natu- 
ral for airplay, although it may be too good to attain it. 
as is often the case. 

The disco-rhythms that Blondie seems to love so 
much are, happily, only present on one cut. Naturally, 
that tune. ’ Living In Your Heart, ' ' is the only clinker on 
the record. 

Soundwise. ’ Heart On A Wall" is a throwback to the 
glitter-era of rock, which is about as good an endorse- 
ment as I can give.

Many sports experts and coaches 
maintain that basketball is a team sport

However. Belleville’s scoring

The Veterans Administration has be- 
gun a computer match of its records to 
determine whether benefit payments 
are being made to individuals who may, 
in fact, be deceased.

"Disagreement of intent to incorporate as a charter township The petition 
must be signed by not less than 10% of the registered voters of the township 
based on the vote cast for all candidates for supervisor at the last election at 
which a supervisor was elected 

If the petition is successful, the question of incorporation will be placed on 
the ballot at the next general township or special township election
